This letter presents the biological opinion of the Fish and Wildlife Service
concerning the potential effects of the suspension of the nightly beach
monitoring of sea turtle nesting activities, from Onslow Beach North Tower to
Browns Inlet, on the threatened loggerhead sea turtle (Caretta caretta) and

the threatened green sea turtle (Chelonia mydas). It responds to your

request for consultation dated August 5, 1985. This opinion is based upon
review of Colonel T. A. Tiebout's September 13, 1985, Tetter which assessed the
increased training use of Onslow Beach and the additional impacts on sea
turtles, and other relevant information. It does not address requirements of
environmental laws other than the Endangered Species Act.

Project Description

The G-5 and G-5A ranges fan over the northern end of Onslow Beach. They were
designed as a tank range complex allowing firing of all weapons up to the tank
main gun. Due to improvements in tank gunnery systems and limited range and
maneuver space, this complex was used only periodically. However between 1982
and 1984 the range complex was refurbished and presently receives.almost
constant use by the tank battalion, amphibian assault vehicle battalion, 1light
armored vehicle battalion, and other units. This increased use has resulted in
an increased possibility of unexploded ordnance being present on the northern
end of Onslow Beach. The safety of personnel monitoring the turtle nesting
activities on this sectian of the beach cannot now be guaranteed at night. g

Biological Opinion

After careful review of all the information available for this action, it is
the biological opinion of the Service that the suspension of the nightly sea
turtle monitoring activities on the north end of Onslow Beach will not =
jeopardize the continued existence of the loggerhead sea turtle or the green
sea turtle. . R )

In meeting the provisions for “incidental take" in Section 7(b)(4)'of the
Endangered Species Act, we have reviewed the biological information and other
available information relative to this action. Based upon our review,

incideqtal take is not expected as a result of this action and is not

authorized. : e 4 ZERL/ /7)






If any modifications or changes in this action are made which were not a part
of this consultation, or if other #aformation reveals impacts of this action
which may affect listed species or critical habitat in a manner not previously
considered, consultation must be reinitiated with this office.

Conservation Recommendations

For the past 11 years, Camp' Lejeune has conducted a highly commendable sea

turtle nest monitoring and conservation program. Nest success on Onslow Beach

has been relatively-high compared to other areas, ds indicated by the base's ..
summer sea turtle monitoring reports. This is a direct result of Camp
Lejeune's efforts toward nest protection.

We are concerned that suspension of the nightly patrols and nest protection on
the northern end of Onslow beach will result in loss of a large percentage of
nests to predation and tidal inundation. Nest loss in unprotected habitat
often ranges from 80-100 percent. In order to reduce this potential for nest
loss, we have the fo]lowing conservation recommendations:

1. Nightly patrols should be continued on Onslow Beach from the New
River Inlet north to the-Onslow Beach North Tower.

24 nghtly monitoring should be resumed along the portion of -the beach
" which is designated as- a secondary danger zone, since according to
the assessment this area should not ordinarily contain unexploded
ordnance and could be safely monitored by observing basic safety
procedures.

3. Monitoring of the remaining portion of the beach (1400-1500 meters)
designated as an impact area should be conducted daily, as early in
the morning as safely possible. When it is necessary to relocate
nests in this area, relocation should take place within six hours of
egg-laying whenever possible; and eggs excavated during daytime
should be shaded from the heat of the sun.

We hope this opinion will be useful to ydu in fulfilling your obligations under
the Endangered Species Act.

This letter responds to your letter of July 22, 1985, received in this office
on August 8, 1985, regarding the suspension of nightly beach monitoring of sea
turtle nesting activities from Onslow Beach North Tower to Browns Inlet.

As stated in your letter, when biological opinions were rendered addressing
potential impacts of military training on sea turtles, use of the northern end
of Onslow Beach as an impact area was minimal and did not present a problem
with regard to listed species. If changes in weapons systems and increased
training use of Onslow Beach have resulted in the need for suspension of
monitoring sea turtle nesting on this stretch of beach, then this represents
new information requiring reinitiation of consultation. ‘

In order to reinitiate consultation, it is necessary that you provide us with
the following: (1) a description of the increased training use of Onslow
Beach, (2) a review and analysis of the additional effects (not considered in
previous consultations) this action may have on endangered and threatened
species, in terms of individuals and populations, including consideration of
cumulative effects on the species, and (3) an analysis of alternative actions
that may provide conservation measures or minimize or eliminate impacts to the
species. 5

We look forward to receiving this information from you. If you have questions
regarding this or other éndangered species matters, please advise.

This responds to your letter of September 3, 1985, regarding.the
nightly monitoring of threatened sea turtle nesting activities
from Onslow Beach North Tower to Brown's Inlet. -As reQuested,
my personnel have revliewed the increased training use of this
area of Onslow Beach and the additional effects on threatened
sea turtles. »

An analysis of these effects and alternative actions that may
provide conservation measures to minilmize the effect on
threatened specled 1s provided as an enclosure. Nightly
patrols on the beach during the 1983 and 1984 nesting seasons
verified 14 and 18 nests, respectively, located from Onslow
Beach North Tower to Brown's Inlet. Twenty-eight aerial surveys
conducted over the subject area from May-August during the 1985
nestlng season located 13 crawl sites with apparent nests. These
apparent nests, however, could not be .confirmed by ‘the ground
truthing method since entry to the area was restricted throughout
the 1985 nesting season due to safety considerations.

TNCREASED TRAINING USE

Fxisting ranges (at time of study/opinion) were G-5 and G-54,
whose range fans covered the north end of Onslow Beach -- some
impact area, mostly secondary danger zone. This was designed
as a tank range complex allowing firing of all weapons up to
tank main gun (including mortars for illumination) at fixed

and moving targets. . :
Cue to improvements in tank gunnery systems, limited range and
maneuver space on the range, and outdated target systems, this
complex received less and less use over the years by tank units
who shifted their training to locations away from Camp Lejeune.
It was used periodically by units firing .50 callber and other
weapons.

Beginning in 1982 the Table of Organization of many units at
Camp Lejeune was changed and the .50 caliber machine gun was
added fto nearly all units.

Tn 1982-83 costs for transporting tanks and amphibian assault
venicles (AAV's) to other locations for training escalated
significantly causing refurbishment of the tank range complex
at Camp Lejeune to be undertaken.

In 1984 a new vehicle/weapons system was procured by the Marine
coros, the light armored vehicles or LAV. It mounts a 25mm
chain gun and like the tank requires significant range space
for Hwe-Mring.

Late in 1984 the refurbished range complex was completed and
onened for use by tanks, AAV's, and the new LAV's. It is the
only location at Camp Lejeune which can handle these weapons.

In short, this range complex which previously handled limited
tank firing and some .50 caliber firing by the few units equipped
with this weapon, now is in almost constant use by the tank
pattalion, amphibian assault vehicle battalion, light armored
vehicle battaJion as well as other units now equipped with the
.50 caliver machine gun. |

"he intensiby of use will not allow scheduling of live firing
around the turtle nesting season.

“he few explosive ordnance disposal personnel assigned will not
allow for nightly escort into this area.

The "impact area" by definition is hazardous and should not be
2ntered except in daylight and when escorted by EOD personnel;
this amounts to only the last 1400-1500 meters of the beach. The
secondary danger zone (SDZ) serves a different purpose and should
not ordinarily contain unexploded ordnance. Using good judgment
and observing basic safety procedures, monitoring activities
could be conducted along this 1000-1100 meter stretch of beach.

1. The 1987 Sea Turtle Nesting Season is fast approaching as

there have been at least ten crawls already observed on Onslow

Beach. Although no nests have been located, the first nest is |
anticipated soon. The reference regulates the use of Off-Road L
Recreational Vehicles (ORRV's) on Onslow Beach from sunset to 3
sunrise (June - October) for the protection of sea turtles. “

2. Wildlife management personnel have observed ORRV's and
military training vehicles, as well as tracks from such vehicles,
on the beach and sand dunes on numerous occasions recently.

Four turtles have crawled on the beach and dug nest chambers,
but no eggs were laid. Vehicle tracks were evident at all four
chambers indicating vehicle occupants got out of the vehicle

and possibly interfered with each of the turtles, thereby,
violating the Endangered Species Act.

3. This letter is to inform you of the problem of ORRV's at

night on Onslow Beach and their impact on sea turtle nesting

activities and request assistance in controlling unauthorized
vehicle activity on Onslow Beach per the reference.

l. 1Informal contractual arrangements are in progress for conduct-
ing aerial surveys for endangered sea turtles in the Browns Island/
Onslow Beach area. These surveys are planned for the purpose of
monitoring nesting activities along Browns Island and turtle
activities in offshore waters. Each flight will begin at New
River Inlet thence north over the beach to Bogue Inlet, thence
east to the bouy markers just outside Bogue Inlet, thence south
over the water direct to the bouy markers just outside New River
Inlet where the survey will be completed.

2. The pilot must be nhla‘to maintain radio contact with Base
Range Control by using call sign "Blackburn® on radio frequency
119.5 (North Carolina Commercial Fisheries radio network). The
pilot must check in and out with Base Range Control for clearance
into and from RS5036E air space. Each flight clearance must be
conducted on the dates selected if possible between 0630 and 0800
hours. If impossible to conduct flights on the dates or times
requested below, flights should be conducted as scon after requested
dates as practical. The contractor will visit the Base prior to
the first flight for a meeting with Natural Resources and Environ-
mental Affairs Division personnel and the Range Control Officer
for flight coordination.

1. References (a), (b) and (c) set forth regulations avoiding
adverse impact to whales and sea turtles relative to live firing
into offshore waters at Onslow Beach. A non-jeopardy opinion

was rendered by the National Marine Fisheries Service involving

the protection of endangered whales during migration in offshore
waters. This opinion was contingent upon the procedure established
in reference (c) for aerial overflights to insure that whales and
sea turtles were not affected by live firing operations.

2. This is for the purpose of providing a reminder to carry
out these procedures during the spring migration of whales,
occuring 20 February through 7 April 1987, and for sea turtles
which frequent offshore waters during the nesting season which
extends from May - August each year.
